Th e men certainly deserve th e best 
to in some way comp ensate for th e 
y ears of cap tivity and p rivation. 
Th e official and unofficial p rograms 
truly are imp ressive, ranging from 
orch id corsages from Mrs. Nix on to 
th e wives and moth ers to offers from 
th e Ford Motor Co. to lend cars for a 
y ear at no cost to every POW. 
For th e beer drinkers th ere’s an offer 
of free brew for a y ear and on th e more 
ex otic side are free vacations at th e 
Virgin Islands and Hawaii. Hotel ch ains 
h ave p roffered free accommodations 
and airlines free transp ortation. 
To sup p lement all th is is th e attemp t 
of a comp any called “Welcome Home 
Our Prisoners, Inc.” wh ich seeks to 
raise from $1 million to $2 million to 
p rovide every returnee a car, a two- 
week vacation and a color television 
set. 
But in th e glow of ex ultation over th e 
cease-fire and th e release of th e men
